of the merchant plants, notably; the 
Tower Hill. Stone and Rocks opera- 
tions. These firms had contracts with 
the Cambria company, which contracts 
were held up when the furnaces, shut 
down. 
The Waltt-rsburg Coke Com- 


pany also profits 'l>y this resumption. 
It is putting in 10>> of its idle oveus. 
The Cambria company ceased takiog 
coke from these operators in October 
'and November. Tldnge are looking a 
little better.

The central selling agency

In the old days of 
individual competition, the 
irmnufac- 


turers, their workmen and the towns in 
which these industries dominated were 
pitlier riding in chaises or walking on 
their uppem. The Steel Corporation's 
policy has in a large degree remedied
